But otherwiſe if there were any thing yer remai- 
ning, it belonged to the Prieſts, as welearne from 
chat Scholiaſt, which we have alrcady commended, 
upon Veſpe; viuo fr, Tt VanAnmunt ff Ivory Tis iehag 
aajuBairew' i.e, It WAS an ancient Law among the Athent- 
ans, that the prieſts ſhould have the remainder, W hich 
15 not onely to be underſtood of the skinne and ſuch 
like parts, but of the fleſh of the Sacrifice it ſelfe, as 
we learne from Saint Auſtizein his expoſition upon 
Rom.2. who tels us alſo that theſe reliques were 
ſometimes ſold for them in the Market , whence 
that ſpeech of Paul, 1 Corin. 10, Whatſoever is ſold 
in the ſhambles, Eate, asking no queſtion for conſci- 
en' ce ſake, : 

I will ſhut up a!l,;with this one obſervation more, 
that as weſaid of the Jewes, that in the Wilderneſſe 
they 
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Jn Feaſting upon Sacrifices. 
they did eate no meate, but of that whichthey had 
firſt ſacrificed: In likes manner rhe Heathens were 
wont to Sacrifice before all their Feaſts : Whence 
it is that Athenens obſerves, Feaſts among the anci- 
ent Heathens were ever accounted Sacred and Re- 
ligious things. And thus we muſt underſtand that 
ſpeech of Paulin the 27. verſe of the forenamed 
Chapter. 1f any one that beleeves not, invite you, and 
you be diſpoſed to goe, whatſoever is ſet before you, eate, 
aiking no quiſtion for conſcience ſake. Nay,it was ac-- 
counteda prophane thing amongſt them,to cate any 
meate at their private tables, whereof they had nor 
firſt Sacrificed to the Gods , as appeareth by that 
Greeke Proverb, awwm 3, uſed by Anacreon, and 
others,asa Brand of a notorious wicked man, BY 
one that would eate meate wherecof hee had not ſacrificed. 

Now having thus ſhewne , that both amongſt 
the Fewes under the Law, and the Gentiles in their 
Pagan worſhip,(for Paganiſme. is nothing but Fuda- 
iſme degenerate) it was ever a Solemne Rgte,to joyne 
Feaſting with Sacrificing , and to EATE of 
thoſe things which had beene offered up, The very 


. Concinnity and Harmony of the thing ir ſelfe, 


leads meto conceive;that that ChriſtianFeaſt under 
the Goſpel, called THE LORDS SUPPER, is the 
very fame thing,and bears the ſameNotion,in reſpe&t 
of the true Chriſtian Sacrifice of Chiiſt upon. the 
Croſſe, that thoſe did to the Fewiſh and Hearheniſh 
Sacrifices:and ſo is EPULUM S ACRIFICIALE, 
a Sacrificiall Feaff, I meane, a Feait upon Sacrifice ;
